quer , this preſent Year hath been'delayed; and leſt thereby iuch as are ly:ble 
in payment therevf, may think themſelves not obl:ged to make their appear= 
a:cein Exchequer, as tormerly, they have been in uſe to co tor paying in of 
the Rents and [Duties , due and payable by them to His Majeſti\ , There- 
fore the Lord High Commiſhoner his Grace , and the Lorcs ot His Maje- 
ſtics Privy Council, Do hereby ſtrictly Command and Charge, all and fun- 
diy, HKeretors, Litereuters, Feuars, Fermorers, Blenſh- holders, Tennents, 
Tack'-men, Sherifts, Stewarts, Bailiies ot Regalities, Mag:ſtrars of Burghs, 
C hamberlains, Cuſtomers, and orhers whatſomever lyable in payment of the 
ſaids Rents and Duties, alte well Calual zs Real, ro C:ompear by themſelves, 
or by others in their N.mes, at Edindurgh, in the Month of / «ly enſuing, 
upon the uſual and ordinary Days theteot, appointed for their appearance, and 
Compting in Exch: quer, and then, and there to make Compr, Reckoning, 
and Payment according to the Fiars ot the reſpe&ive Shires, to Sir Patrick 
Murray the Receiver= General of His Majeſties Rents, of the Feu and Blenſh- 
duties, Retoured Duries and others, due and in uſe to be payed by them, 
and that not only of this preſent year, but alſo of what is reſting, owing. un- 
payed by them , of all Years and Terms before, and to fir and wake ther 
Equees thereupon accordingly, which being Signed by the (aid Sir Patrick 
Murray, and the Clerk ot the Theſaury, ſhall be a ſufficient Equee 3n4 Fxunc- 
ration to the Accomptants : Certifying all ſuch who ſhall nut appear ar the 
t-mes and place abovementioned, to the Effe& above-ſpecified, they ſhi1l : e 
lyable unto,and incur the Penalties contained in the reſpeRive Att- ot Patlia- 
ment, made againſt the Non-accomptants, and ſhall be proſecute ti-eretore 
accordingly, And that none may pretend Ignorance, Oida:ns theſe 
Pielents to be Publiſhed at the Mercat-Croſs of Edinburgh, 2nd at the Mer- 
cat-Crcfles of the reſpeRive Heai- Burghs of this Kingdom, by Macers, and 
Meſlecngersat Arms, inthe uſual and ordinary manner, E xtrad&ed by me,
